Romulus voters have chosen to have both a racetrack 
and casino in their city. 

Unofficial results of the special election Tuesday indi¬ 
cated the casino was approved by a margin of 668 votes 
and the racetrack by a margin of 321 votes. The election 
saw a larger voter turnout than the last mayoral election. 

Results of the election say 2,664 votes in favor of the 
racetrack and 2,343 against the facility. Yes votes for the 
casino totaled 2,879 while 2211 no votes were cast 

In the two months since the special election was first 
announced, campaigns for both the casino and racetrack 
have been ongoing strong throughout the community. 


Casino representatives said they have spent about 
$60,000 on the campaign, while the racetrack has spent 
close to $100,000 on their “Vote Yes on 2” campaign. 

At a victory party at the Best Western in Romulus, rep¬ 
resentatives of the casino said they were very pleased 
with the outcome of the campaign and the vote. 

“We feel terrific,” said Steve Mitchell, a representative 
for the casino. “When you stall off behind and then come 
out ahead it is a great feeling.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who has been vocal in his sup¬ 
port for the proposed casino, attended the party at the 
Best Western. 

“This is going to be a catalyst for the City of Romulus, 
he said. I believe that it is going to bring along with it the 
shopping development we have been looking for, not to 


mention restaurants.” 

“The mayor showed a lot of courage in coming out in 
support of the casino,” said Mitchell. “It is very rare that 
you actually see leaders, lead.” 

Romulus residents also made their way to the casino 
victory party to celebrate what they said they perceived to 
be the start of something big in the city. 

“I want to see other business developments come to 
Romulus and I think the casino can make that happen,” 
said Aaron Turner “This is the start of something big” 

The Sault St Marie Chippewa Indian tribe has pro¬ 
posed a $350 million casino, conference center, golf 
course and hotel, which representatives said would bring

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President brings campaign to Canton

Founded in 1974, Dynamic 
Metal Treating, Inc., provides 
a snapshot of the economy of 
the nation. 

That’s what President 
George W Bush said when he 
stopped by the Canton 
Township shop for a visit 
Monday afternoon. 

Bush, jovial and fresh from 
a $2,000 a plate fundraiser, vis¬ 
ited at the small metal treating 
plant to talk with workers and 
the owners of the firm and to 
tout the rebounding American 
economy. 

Framed by imitation steel 
girders emblazoned with the 
logo Strengthening America’s 
Economy, the President said 
he firmly believes the econo¬ 
my will rebound. 

“When you think about 
what we’ve been through in 
the past three years, we’ve 
overcome a lot,” he told the 
crowd of assembled well-wish¬ 
ers and factory workers. 

The Canton firm followed a 


model of many other firms in 
the past three years, according 
to Loren Epler, who owns the 
business. The firm grew 
steadily, thanks to many inno¬ 
vations, throughout the 1970s 
and 1980s, culminating in 2000, 
when the industry took a hit 

“We made a lot of cuts, we 
laid off four or five people,” 
Epler said. “We’re on the way 
back now, though.” 

The firm will invest another 
$300,000 into the plant in the 
form of new technology, he 
said. 

Bush said it was a sign that 
the economy would rebound 
in Michigan, which has lagged 
behind the remainder of the 
country. More than 180,000 
jobs have been lost since the 
summer of 2003, and the man¬ 
ufacturing industry is only 
now showing signs of improve¬ 
ment The signs are good ones, 
though, according to the 
President 

“It speaks to the greatness 
of America,” he said. “It 
speaks to the entrepreneurial 
spirit We’re the greatest work¬ 


force in the world.” 

Bush said the federal gov¬ 
ernment can do plenty of 
things to help encourage the 
economic revival. The biggest 
thing, he said, was to make the 
temporary tax cuts Americans 
received recently permanent 
The bulk of those cuts were 
aimed at small businesses, he 
said, which is the backbone of 
the economy. 

“Most of the jobs in 
America were created by 
small business,” Bush said. 
“It’s the vibrancy of the econo¬ 
my. 

“It’s essential for us to do 
this,” he added, and was 
rewarded with widespread 
applause from attendees. 

Ultimately, though, the suc¬ 
cess of the economy is reliant 
on the ability of business own¬ 
ers themselves to be success¬ 
ful, and there’s only one sure 
formula for that, Bush said. 

“Small businesses have to 
be light on their feet, and will¬ 
ing to change in order to sur¬ 
vive,” the President told the 
crowd.

Developers of casino, 
racetrack look to future

Now that the residents of 
Romulus have approved both the 
racetrack and casino, many peo¬ 
ple are asking; what happens 
now? 

It is a different road for the 
two proposed developments. The 
Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians must first wait 
for Congressional approval on a 
land settlement claim put before 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives in July by 
Congressman John Dingell (D- 
Dearbom) before they are able to 
move forward in the process. 

“We cannot move forward 
without that approval,” said 
Steve Mitchell, a representative 
for the Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians. “Once we get 
that approval we will start dig¬ 
ging the dirt” 

Until then, the tribe will be 
doing everything in their power 
to assure Congress will approve 
the bill. 

“The tribe has a lot of good 
lobbyists working hard to get this 
bill passed,” said Mitchell. “We 
also have the strong support of 
Cong. Dingell and although he is 
in the minority party, that means 
something in Washington.” 

Mitchell said the tribe will 
also be looking for support from 
Senator Debbie Stabenow (D- 
Michigan) and Senator Carl 
Levin (D-Michigan) on the casino 
issue when it gets to the Senate 
for approval. 

“Stabenow has already been 
supportive of the idea, as long as 
it has community support behind 
it,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Mitchell said the 
tribe will continue to work with 
the city and finalize a sight for 
the casino that best suits both 
Romulus and the casino. 

If the bill does not receive 


Congressional approval, it could 
be introduced again. 

“I can promise you that it will 
be introduced again, if it doesn’t 
receive appro /al,” said Mitchell. 
“And then again if need be.” 

Tim Keyes, the economic 
development director for the City 
of Romulus, said that many 
things still need to happen in the 
process before the development 
can go forward. 

“Obviously the most impor¬ 
tant thing will be the federal leg¬ 
islation gaining approval,” he 
said. “There is a possibility that 
could happen as early as 
January or February of2004.” 

Once that approval is given, 
Keyes said the tribe had agreed 
to move through the usual chan¬ 
nels to receive approval from the 
city. 

“Although officially, the tribe 
does not need to go through the 
same type of process as other 
developers because it will be fed¬ 
eral land,” he said. “They (the 
tribe) stated that they will go the 
city to receive approval on site 
plans and such.” 

This is a process that can take 
up to 120 days, said Keyes. 

Representatives for Magna 
Entertainment Corporation 
(MEC), the developer proposing 
the racetrack, said they believe 
that they are much further along 
in the process than the casino. 

“We already own the land,” 
said Lome Kumer, vice-presi¬ 
dent of real estate for MEC. “We 
spent $28 million to purchase it 
We have also invested more than 
$1 million in plans for the site. 
We have already made close to a 
$30 million commitment to the 
City of Romulus.” 

Kumer said that Magna was 
looking forward to finalizing a 
Planned Development Agree¬ 
ment with the city and moving 
forward by gaining approval 
from the city council.

Students in all six Romulus 
elementary schools are taking 
part in a state program that high¬ 
lights school safety. 

School officials said they hope 
that this program will provide an 
opportunity for the community to 
recognize the importance of 
working together to provide safer 
schools. 

The students signed pledges 
that said that they want their 
schools to be a place where all 
students feel safe and treat each 
other with respect and that they 
will not bully, tease or hurt any¬ 
one. If they hear bullying or teas¬ 
ing, they will tell the person to 
stop and tell an adult they will 
tell an adult right away if they 
hear anyone threaten another 
person and they will immediate¬ 
ly tell an adult if a student brings 
something to school that could 
hurt someone else. 

Merriman Elementary school 
parents also signed this safety 
pledge. 

“Our students also viewed and 
discussed a special “No 
Bullying” video,” said Shellie 
Moore, principal at Merriman 
Elementary School. 

She also noted that the school 
peer mediation program often 
resolves student disputes at 
Merriman. 

Romulus Elementary has a 
special time set aside for dealing 
with bullying through a program 


called “Team Talks”. During this 
time, teachers discuss items such 
as the definition of bullying, 
examples of bullying behaviors 
and strategies that students can 
use to address being bullied 
and/or threatened. 

The teachers also discuss 
ways students can help if they 
witness others being bullied. 

“Romulus teachers encourage 
students to be positive role mod¬ 
els for the peers and give fre¬ 
quent verbal praise for their 
good deeds,” said Selassica 
O’Flynn, social worker at 
Romulus Elementary. 

Some schools have started 
other programs to help with the 
effort, according to school offi¬ 
cials. 

Romulus Elementary has also 
instituted a “Hats Off To” awards 
program, which rewards stu¬ 
dents for assisting in bullying sit¬ 
uations. 

Barth Elementary has initiat¬ 
ed a “Caught Caring” program 
where students can win a variety 
of gifts and school supplies by 
being “Caught Caring” for others. 
A student who is observed help¬ 
ing out someone else receives a 
card and then becomes eligible 
for a special weekly award draw¬ 
ing.

an anticipated 17,500 people to 
Romulus each day. It would 
have more than 2,500 slots and 
90 table games. They estimate 
that this casino, which would 
sit on 40 acres of not yet dis¬ 
closed land, would add 3,500 
jobs to the city workforce.

(Sharpton) 
thought this would be a good way 
to galvanize voters.” 

Sharpton’s bid for the

According to Sharpton’s official 
Web site, www.al2004org, the min¬ 
ister hopes to “raise issues that 
would otherwise be overlooked - 
for example, affirmative action, 
anti-death penalty policy, and 
African and Caribbean policy.” 


Other goals include cutting over¬ 
seas spending and using the funds 
for economic development in the 
United States, creating a national 
healthcare program and reviving 
the Equal Rights Amendment for 
women. 

Originally from Brooklyn, N.Y., 
Sharpton has been a strong advo¬ 
cate for African Americans and the 
downtroddea He was ordained as 
a minister at age 10. In 1978, he 
made history as the first African 
American to seek a New York state 
senate seat He also campaigned 
for the 1997 Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for the New York City mayoral 
election, but lost to Ruth 
Messingei: Rudy Giuliani defeated 
Messinger for a second term as

“GI” isn’t just for the military

Do you suffer from heartburn? 

i Do you have frequent bouts of 
diarrhea or upset stomach? 

If so, you could be suffering from a 
gastro-intestinal (GI) condition. 
There are many GI ailments which 
could be the cause of such prob¬ 
lems; Gastroesophageal Reflux 
Disease (GERD), colorectal cancer, 
irritable bowel syndrome (IBS), 
inflammatory bowel disease (1BD), 
ulcers or gallstones. 

Chronic GERD or heartburn, if not 
treated properly can lead to further 
disease such as esophageal cancer. 
With the holidays coming up here 
are some guidelines to help prevent 
heartburn. You should limit your 
intake of chocolate, caffeine, alco¬ 
hol, spicy and deep-fried foods. 
Smoking and going to bed immedi¬ 
ately after eating should be 
avoided. 

If you suffer from GERD, you can 
try over-the-counter treatments 
such as Turns, Rolaids or other 
antacids. For a persistent problem 
you should seek an appointment 
with a physician.

Some of the treatments prescribed 
by a physician include a prescrip¬ 
tion for medicine, such as Nexium 
or Prevacid. You may need further 
testing such as a diagnostic gas¬ 
troscopy. This endoscopy proce¬ 
dure is performed by sedating the 
patient and then carefully inserting 
a flexible tube through the mouth 
and into the esophagus. It is then 
advanced into the stomach and the 
first part of the small intestine 
(duodenum). The scope is. a “little 
camera” that shows any abnormal¬ 
ities on a video screen. Once the 
minimally invasive procedure is 
completed the physician will be 
able to more accurately diagnose 
and treat the ailment, so you can 
get back to your normal life. 

Not all GI diseases can be diag¬ 
nosed through an endoscopy proce¬ 
dure. Sometimes a colonoscopy 
needs to be performed. A patient 
would have a colonoscopy for 
symptoms of diarrhea, rectal bleed¬ 
ing or lower abdominal pain. A 
colonoscopy procedure is similar to 
that of an gastroscopy, the main 
difference being that the scope is 
inserted through the rectum and 
the inside of the patient’s large 
intestinal tract is examined. 

Guidelines from the American 
Cancer Society suggest that every¬ 
one over 50 years of age have a 
baseline colonoscopy to check for 
polyps or colon cancer.

The City of Plymouth scheduled the first goal 
setting session for the new commission last 
Monday and Good Lord was it a waste of time. 

Commission members had a spare hour before 
they talked with the planning commission and the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA) about 
upcoming parking issues, and they were forced to 
meet in a spare locker room at the Plymouth 
Cultural Center 

(The Plymouth Youth Advisory Council took up 
the city commission meeting room, and the other 
spare rooms in the cultural center were already 
occupied by seniors groups and fitness classes.) 

So it was hardly the best place to plan for the 
future, in a closed in chamber with walls that 
echoed like a seventh grade science experiment 
The city commission sat around plastic, lopsided 
tables beneath the logos of the Plymouth Sharks 
and Stingrays and strained to hear each other over 
the distant roar of the Zamboni and the clatter of 
other equipment 

At one point, Police Chief Wayne Carroll 
cupped his palms around his ears to reduce the 
echoes and listen to what was being discussed - 
and I don’t blame him for that The commissioners 
were discussing the possibility of reducing the 
number of police officers on the street, which is 
rarely, if ever, a good idea 

City department heads, as well as the few inter¬ 
ested members of the public that could find 
Locker Room #5 sat alongside the lockers, hying 
to make sense of the confounding echoes. In fact 
with the lack of video equipment and the virtual 
inability to hear anything spoken, it was the clos¬ 
est the city has come to a secret meeting that I can 
remember 


Maybe, though, the setting 
was the perfect place for the 
meeting, well, metaphorically, 
at least 

History is sprinkled with images such as this. 
Maybe they didn’t involve gigantic pieces of paper 
and red markers for the participants to cast their 
votes, but the meeting could have been reminis¬ 
cent of every pre-game speech before the prover¬ 
bial Big Game. 

The coaches get up and say some inspiring 
words. Everyone on the team is silent and reflec¬ 
tive as the weight of their situation becomes 
apparent They are the underdogs, the long shots. 
Some would say they face an insurmountable 
challenge in the prospect of maintaining services 
while slashing an estimated $1.3 million from a $6 
million budget 

But, like in any Hollywood offering loosely 
based on an inspirational story, if they band 
together, perform above their capabilities one last 
time, they can be heroes.

Sometimes victory isn't sweet 


A friend started to tell of an experience he’d had 
at a 12-step recovery meeting. It had to do with self 
pity; you know, “my problem is always bigger than 
yours.”

It wasn’t, he said, because he had changed 
names. He felt it was such a powerful example of a 
problem with which a lot of folks struggle, that it 
was important to share the story. 

We sat there drinking coffee as he told the story 
of a young man struggling to stay sober, and a mid¬ 
dle-aged man who had found meaning and 
strength

With killer good looks of a young Brando, the 22- 
year-old sat there. Black hair, dark eyes filled with 
anxiety, the man was shaking slightly as he sat in 
the church basement on a cold October Saturday 
night 


“My name is Mike; I’m an 
addict.” He said. “I’m here 
tonight because I really want to 
drink, I mean, I feel it in my heart I worked 100 
hours this week and I just want to go out and drink 
until I pass out” 

Mike explained that he had been straight and 

sober for six months-this time. Twice before, 

he had relapsed, and the last time had made a 

promise to himself to stay straight-but promises 

are easily broken when it comes to addiction. 

“A couple of friends called and asked me to go 
out drinking tonight” he said, “Instead, I came here 
because I’m so afraid.” 

What Mike wasn’t understanding, my friend 
explained, was the fear that comes with not being 
“in the now.” Mike was afraid he would fail. But 
by being there, at that meeting, Mike was winning

Wayne Memorial has tried a “Mix 
It Up at Lunch ” day, a nationally 
organized event designed to 
break down social boundaries. 
National organizers estimated 
that 6,000 schools across all 50 
states participated in “Mix It Up 
at Lunch” Nov. 18, with approxi¬ 
mately 300,000 high school stu¬ 
dents changing seats for lunch.

ment and were trained to facili¬ 
tate conversations at each lunch 
table. 

“I really give the kids a lot of 
credit for trying this,” added 
Phillips. 

Prior to the Mix It Up lunch, 
students were given a survey to 
gauge their perceptions about 
social divisiveness. The students 
perceived about 20 different 
groups, according to Assistant 
Principal Christine Bak. 

“We have social boundaries 
and groups here just like in any 
high school,” said Bak. However, 
Bak said that most of the students 
felt that boundaries were more 


surmountable at Wayne than at 
other schools. ‘We’re pretty open 
and welcoming.” 

Anyone who’s ever been to 
high school knows that cliques do 
exist and the idea that some stu¬ 
dents are in means that others 
are out. Trying to break into a 
new group and having tolerance 
for others in different groups can 
be difficult Sometimes just get¬ 
ting out of a comfort zone and try¬ 
ing to eat lunch with a “stranger” 
can be difficult 

Similar to diversity training 
that adults receive in the work¬ 
place, the Mix It Up day is 
intended to promote tolerance 
and understanding.

Students in Rebecca 
Kirchoff’s fiflh grade class just 
may be the youngest set of 
landowners in recent history: 

The youngsters recently col¬ 
lected enough money to pur¬ 
chase 5 acres of endangered land 
in Bolivia, according to Kinchoff, 
who teaches at Taft-Galloway 
Elementary School in Wayne. 

The students have been study¬ 
ing ecosystems in their social 
studies unit, she said, and they 
purchased the land from the 
Center for Ecosystem Survival 
organization. The students start¬ 
ed the project in October, and 
incorporated all of the core acad¬ 
emic areas into the assignment, 
she added. 

The land is in the Amboro 
National Park. The park sits in 
the eastern elbow of the Andes 
Mountains, according to an infor¬ 
mation sheet distributed by the 


Center for Ecosystem Survival. It 
is distinguished as a place where 
there is a sudden transition 
between the moderate temperate 
areas to the south and the tropi¬ 
cal forest to the north. The park 
encompasses 1.6 million acres. 

“I think it was a great idea that 
we did that,” said fifth grader 
Apryl Michalak. “It makes us 
proud that we saved the plants 
and animals.” 

The students organized a bot¬ 
tle drive to generate enough 
money to purchase the land, 
according to Kirchoff. They col¬ 
lected 2,000 bottles and then con¬ 


tributed another $500 by com¬ 
pleting chores for their families 
and donating that money. The 
total, $2,500. was enough to pur¬ 
chase 5 acres. 

The students also learned 
about the important of biomes, 
the ecosystems in biomes and 
how each organism plays a vital 
role on Earth. They had many 
hands-on learning opportunities, 
too. They cared for two toads, a 
gecko and a rabbit in their class¬ 
room, according to Kirchoff. The 
task involved more than just 
feeding them and keeping their 
cages clean - they created the 


habitat, fed them and figured out 
where they fit into various food 
chains. 

Another aspect of the assign¬ 
ment taught the core democratic 
values for social studies, she said. 
The students researched the var¬ 
ious parts of the world and then 
voted on the portion they wanted 
to purchase. 

They learned that purchasing 
the land to help the planet they 
live on is for the common good, 
one of the core democratic val¬ 
ues. 

“I think it was a good experi¬ 
ence because we learned how to 
raise money, recycle and help 
animals at the same time,” said 
fifth-grader Martin Urbaniak. 

Each student received an hon¬ 
orary deed to their property, 
along with knowing they did 
something to help save endan¬ 
gered land. 

“It’s a good feeling to save 
plants and animals,” said fifth 
grader Kaitlyn Johnson. 
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Fifth graders at Taft Galloway Elementary School all received hon¬ 
orary deeds for the 5 acres of parkland they purchased in Bolivia.

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Funeral home offers holiday grief program

Christmas - a season heralded in song 
as a time of great joy - can seem empty to 
those who have lost a family member or 
other loved one. If, as the songs say, we 
should be home for Christmas, or at the 
very least, going over the river to 
Grandmother’s house, what does this 
mean for those who are mourning the 
very ones that make a house a home? 

“Certain days throughout the year are 
very difficult for those who have lost 
someone - birthdays, anniversaries, 
Mother’s Day,” said Wes Baldwin, 
M.A.L.EC. (Master of Arts, Licensed 
Practicing Counselor). ‘These days can 
compound feelings of loss, anxiety, loneli¬ 
ness and hurt What’s so difficult about 
Christmas is that it’s not just one day. The 
Christmas season starts in mid- 
November. That makes for six - eight 
tough weeks.” 

Baldwin provides grief after-care 
counseling through his office in Harper 
Woods. He also works with about a dozen 
local funeral homes. On Dec. 10 and Dec. 
14, he will facilitate candle lighting ser¬ 
vices at two Vermeulen Flineral Home 
locations, to celebrate the lives of those 
who have died. 

“We’re going to talk about some things 
to do that will help people get through the 
holiday season,” said Baldwin. “We’re 
going to talk about some things to avoid. 
We’ll talk about having a plan of action to 
move into the New Year. It won’t heal the 


hurt, but it will help.” 

At the end of the service, Baldwin will 
light a single candle. The next person will 
light a candle and speak the name of the 
deceased. The next person will do the 
same, until the room is full of lighted can¬ 
dles. 

“It’s the idea that in a matter of min¬ 
utes we go from a very dark room to a 
very bright room,” Baldwin said. “We 
work together to share our grief.” 

The candle lighting services are open 
to the public, according to Carol 
Gounaris, Vermeulen office manager. 
“This is not just for people who have used 
our facility. It’s for anyone who has the 
need.” 

This is the fourth year that Vermeulen 
Fhneral Home has organized a candle 
lighting service around the holidays, 
Gounaris said. About 150 people have 
attended past services. 

“We usually see someone in the first 
year of loss,” said Gounaris. “But some¬ 
times we get returning families because it 
is so helpful.” Gounaris added that chil¬ 
dren are welcome at the services. 

Baldwin said that although the first 
year without someone is hard, it is gener¬ 
ally the second year that is most difficult 

“It can take six months after a loss just 
to come out of the fog,” said Baldwin. 
“Then, in the second year, it really sinks 
in: this person is gone and they’re not 
coming back.” 

However, Baldwin stressed, there is 
not a set pattern for grieving Some peo¬ 
ple are hard-hit in the fust six months, 
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while others grieve for more than two or 
three years after a loss. The only thing in 
common, he said, is that grieving is “hal'd 
work.” 

Fbr those unable to come to the candle 
lighting services, Baldwin had a few 
words of advice. “Try your absolute best 
not to be alone on Christmas Eve or 
Christmas Day. This is not the time to 
withdraw. Get connected to other people.” 

“Find time to intentionally visit some 
of your loss. Get out those old photo 
albums and love letters,” he added. 
“Write a letter to that person if you want 


to. Cry. Then get up and move on.” 

The first candle lighting service will be 
from 7 to 8 p.m. Dec. 10 at the Vermeulen 
Funeral Home located at 46401 W. Ann 
Arbor Road in Plymouth. The second ser¬ 
vice is scheduled from 6 to 7 p.m. Dec. 14 
at the Vermeulen FUneral Home located 
at 980 N. Newburgh Road in Westland. 
Light refreshments will be provided.

Although the Canton Chiefs 
won the district championship 
against rival Salem last Friday, 
their celebration was short lived. 

The championship victory 
moved the 194 Chiefs into Class 
A regional competition Monday 
night against the West Bloomfield 
Lakers at Auburn Hills Avondale 
High School, where they suffered 
a 6244 loss. 

“They’re a good team,” said 
Canton Coach Bob Blohm.
